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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 19-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim is seen as a method, as preparation of a drinking water content of 1- 
100 ppm Bromine is claimed, but the requirement is for a slaughter house with watering 
for animals. The claims are neither product nor methods-lf drawn to slaughter houses, 
they are subject to restriction as different from methods of providing halogen; if to the 
drinking water improvement; again they are independent and distincttetrfrom methods 
of halogenation, and slaughter houses. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Dallmier et al 5795487 in view of Mora et al '82 and Worley, 4767542 and Padilla 

GB1139188. 

Dallmier teaches the instant a product of claim 19; formed from Br, CI and 
sulfamate, with a base of PH 12 (col.4), for use in industrial water and fountain system 
(col.6, lines 24-26). 
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Dallmier provides an aqueous treatment providing safer, more effective use of 
biocidal Bromine (col.2, lines 20-55, line 65-line 5, col.3), in stable forms and at the 
instant concentration ( SLfM/iflfo )and then diluted. Nothing is said about animals, 
slaughter, when, and how much an animal drinks. Mora however, teach desirability of 
antimicrobial chloramines in drinking water and show (p. 1968) addition of CDO to broiler 
drinking water. Hydantorins and bromides were not utilized, but comparison was made 
with hypochlorite (p. 1971). 

Worley utilized the C0O forms, (col.2) for application to potable water (col.1, lines 
23-25) and also combines with sources of cl, Br (col.4, last paragraph) and hydantorin 
(top) col. 5). Desirably 0.3-10 ppm halogen are provided as effective disinfectant (col. 6, 
lines 8-16). Finally Padilla also shows the instant hydantoin# useful in animal water 
(P- 1.2). 

Thus, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art desiring to utilize water 
treatment biocidal compositons, to use of Dallimier, modified with hydantoins as are 
known in the art to provide water treatment, along with CDO and related compounds 
shown effective when administered to animals, by Mora. 

The amounts and proportions of each ingredient are result effective parameters 
chosen to obtain the desired effects. It would be obvious to vary the amount of each 
ingredient to optimize the effect desired and the use of adjuvant ingredients for the 
functionality for which they are known to be used is not a basis for patentability. 

Applicant has not provided any objective evidence of criticality, nonobvious or 
unexpected results that the administration of the particular ingredients' or 
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concentrations provdes any greater or different level of prior art expectation as claimed. 
Nothing in the claimed invention precludes. The added antimicrobial compounds 
utilized and well known in the prior art.
